Essex Csssty Parks. 

The park system which Essex county, 
N. J., £as beeb constructing for nice 
years past. Is gradually nearing comple¬ 
tion. Already 3,660 scree of land have 
been Improved for park purposes, at a 
coat of 84,500,006. As a result, tbe pity 
of Newark, Which la the largest of the 
munelpaimed directly affected by the 
Improvement, enjoys a system of parks 
far superior to those found usually In 
tttfenaf Ito elans. ^ 

The system Includes Branch Brook 
Park, the three outlying tracts known 
Mountain, Bagla Bock end 
sod Eaststde 

WsstsMe, Orange, W ats se ei ng and Mont- 
elalr parks. Branch Brook Is of the 
type of Central Park, though relatively 
ft Is ipneh more extensively gardened. 
It has 880 acres to its two sod one-hall 
miles of length, which Perk end Bloom 
field Avenues divide Into three parts, 
known as the northers, middle end 
southern divisions. 

Throe trolley lines make Branch Brook 
accessible from Broad and Market 
e tree to, Newark, the Orange avenue line 
passing its southern end, tbe Bloomfield 
avenue line going to Its central entrance, 
and lea northern end being teaohed via 
tbe Baianttoe Parkway from Mt. Pros¬ 
pect avenue by tbe Forest Hill lloe 
Branch Brook Park alone baa coat as 
much ae ail tbe other parka and reserva¬ 
tions In the system combined. It has 
six miles of roade and fifteen miles of 
paths, traversing landscape that varlee, 
from the formal style of the southern 
division, with Its elaborate arrangement 
of garden effects, to natural woodlands 
in tbe northern division. At the north 
end, planted on the southern slopes of 
banks, are trees and shrubs having the 
grayish-green foliage characteristic of 
Southern forests. The silver-greens 
marge Into bright greens In the middle 
division, and on northern exposures In 
the southern ebd there Is s predominance 
of dark leaves, evergreens sod purple 
foliage. 

The lake that onoe ended with the 
southern division has been oonneoted 
with the middle lake By a gateway un¬ 
derneath tbe new ItaJiau-Bomaoesque 
bridge at Park avenue. lately finished at 
acos^o! $80,000. At Its southern end 
a new boathouse Is being erected, from 
which boats can be hired In the summer, 
and where skaters can make tbemselvee 
comfortable In the winter. 

Tbe park affords separate playflelde 
for children of dlffereut sgee. It has 
wading pool, sand-heaps, swings and 
see-saws for the little on$s, besides 
complete outdoor gymnasium, running 
track and locker-house; twelve ball 
fields, three cricket fields, and forty ten 
els courts for those old enough to in 
dulgb In such games. 

The Essex Oounty Park Commission 
has been generous in providing for ath 
letid proclivities. There la hardly an 
outdoor sport for whlob there is not op¬ 
portunity furnished In one or other of 
tbs oounty parks. All have playfielde, 
and: four have gymnasiums. A golf 
course at Wsequahlc will be completed 
to a* short time, and another course will 
be laid out In tbe South Mountain reeer 
vation. Even croquet la not overlooked; 
base-ball and foot-bsll grounds are many, 
and the lakos are for tite^ skaters In the 
winter, Brunch Brook done providing 
ae par ate spaces for curler^, hockey play¬ 
ers and fancy skaters, leaving the main 
lake to the oon-epeoiallete. Weequahlo 
reservation has also a trotting track, 
recited by (Ae Boad Horae Association of 
New Jersey, where matinees are given 
for fun, with prizes of oupa and pen¬ 
nants. the public admitted free, and no 
baiting allowed. During the summer 
band oonoorts are held at the parks on 
different.bights, so that one oan hear s 
band concert almost every night In New¬ 
ark. From fifteen to forty thousand 
persons attend the park concerts every 
evening. 

The throe'reservations are preserved 
to s large degree In s state of natural 
wildness, with their best features height¬ 
ened by skilful treatment 4nd made ac¬ 
cessible to visitors. Eagle Bock reser¬ 
vation Is two miles north of the Orange 
station of the Lackawanna Railroad, and 
Comprised 413 seres. Ice eastern boun¬ 
dary is the eastern side of Orange Moun¬ 
tain, which brings up there In a sheer 
wall of rook dropped fiom a orest 600 
teat above tbe level of tbe sea. Points 
of view are variously named for birds, 
perhaps to remind the sightseer that be 
fs eojoying what la essentially a bird’s- 
eye view. One oan look forth from Owl 
Book, Turkey Book, Crow Poln', sod 
Osprey Point. But from Eagle Bock 
Itself oan be bad the finest view. Great¬ 
er New York and Its surrounding water 
stretches are embraced lu tbe panorama 
that the eye measures, and alao tbe 
cities of Patereon, Passaic, Newark, Ho¬ 
boken, Jersey City, Bayonne and Eliza¬ 
beth, together with the Intervening 
smaller towns. 

Booth Mountain reservation, of a some¬ 
what different character. Is nearly four 
miles In length and one and one-quarter 
miles In svsrage width, lying between 
skyline and skyline of South Mono tala 
and Second Mountain. In tbe valley 
that It forma human life seems to be 
out of ijbe existing scheme of things. 
Thais are places here where one seems 
to be entirely remote from the ordinary 
activities of the workaday world. One 
may climb to the crest of either moun¬ 
tain, however, and obs e rv e signs of hu¬ 
man Ufa la plenty. The reservation has 
many features of wild sad striking beauty 
In the way of lekee, streams and water- 
falls and stretahse of tore*. 

ration lies la the trl- 


Leblgb Yalley Rallrcf&ds, about two and 
one-balf miles south of Broad and Market 
streets. Tbe principal feature Is tbe 
lake artificially encouraged from a small 
boggy beginning to a surface extent of 
elgbty-flve acres, with s uniform depth 
of fifteen feet. Here a boathouse is 
being built at a cost of 810,000, and 
in a month or so will be aooeeslble to 
boating parties. 14 the winter the boat¬ 
house will be fitted up for the oooveieooe 
of skaters. 

Eastslde, Weatslde, Orange, Wats 
sing sod Montclair parks are neighbor¬ 
hood oases conveniently distributed, 
comprising altogether 130 sores. They 
are all fitted up with playgrounds and 
several with gymnasiums whlob, In addi¬ 
tion to those at Branch Brook, will be 
made use of this summer by the Board 
of Education in oooduettsg Its summer 
school of athletes .—Neu York Evening 
Port. __

ORDINANCE. 

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE EX- 
TENSION OF THE PCBLIC WATER PIPE 
SY8TKM OF THE TOWN OF BLOOMFIELD 
IN THE COUNTY OF ESSEX. 

Tbe Council of the Town of Bloomfield, In the 
County of Essex, do ordain aa follows: 

Section 1. That the public water pipe sys¬ 
tem of the Town of Bloomfield, In the County 
of Essex, be extended for supplying the Inhabi¬ 
tants of aald Town with a supply of pure and 
wholesome water for public and domestic 
usee 

Section 3. Tbe necessary cost and expecsse 
to be Incurred to ca^ry tbe provisions of this 
ordinance Into effect shall be met by the Issue 
of bonds of the Town of Bloomfield, In the 
Coanty of Essex, to the amount of Fire Thou¬ 
sand Dollars, the same to bear Interest at the 
ram of ave per oenL per annum, payable semi¬ 
annually ; the entire principal Indebtedness to 
be paid In.the year 1908. under and by virtue 
of an net of the Legislature of the State of 
New Jersey, entitled -An Act Respecting Towns, 
and providing for the purchase of water works 
or a plant for the supplying of pars and whole¬ 
some water to the Inhabitants of such town for 
public and domestic uses, and the extension of 
each water works or plant, and providing for 
the Issue of bonds to pay for such purchase or 
extension,’’ approved March 2», 1XS9 end the 
amendments thereto 

The said bonds shall be dated September 1, 
1906, and beoome due 92,90) annually from date 
of Issue, and be Issued In denomination* of 
t'lfiOO each. They shall be executed by tbe 
Mayor and the Town Clerk, under the corporate 
seal of the Town, and have ooupons attached 
thereto for the semi-annual instalment* of 
interest, executed by the fac-simile signatures 
of said officer*, and be reglstereble at the option 
of, any holder thereof, or may be registered In 
tbe first instance, at the option of the pur- 
chaser. 

The Finance Committee shall negotiate and 
sell the said bonds at not lese than par and ac¬ 
crued interest.
